refused further discussion of th< 
shooting. 
Sheriff Bill Brent said charges 
of assault would be filed against 
Hendrin, who was placed in the 
county jail. 
Mrs. Bailey, who was married 
in November to William Bailey, 
an unemployed truck driver, wa 
taken to a hospital, 
one told of­ 
ficers H endrin is

friend”, and was angry because' 
she quit him and married Bailey.

Most of the state highways are 
antiquated and nearing the end of 
normal life for concrete construc­ 
tion. 


V irtu a lly the whole system was 
built in the 1920s and early 1930s. 
It was built for the traffic and the 
vehicles of the times. 


Since 1939 normal motor vehicle 
traffic has increased by an amazing 
61 per cent, according to the U. S. 
Bureau of Public Roads. W hen the 
highway system was built, trucks 
were com paratively minor users 
and most of them carried light 
loads. Now, truck transportation is 
in the railroad class. The huge car­ 
riers are moving onto the high­ 
ways as fast as the manufacturers 
can turn them out.
